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1 . In the field of radar technique; Czechoslovakia is trying; ^ 

against Soviet wishes; continually to develop new types. Russia 
has carried her point that with the unification of the armies of 
the Warsaw Pact; the SON -9 type of radio locator, made in the 
USSR, should he the only type introduced. Czechoslovakia has 
however made its own type, known as type E, which although more 
complicated, is more accurate and has a greater range than the 

SON -9, and after experience with this type, the Czechoslovak 
military leaders have decided that the army shall use it. 

2 . While practical tests were being made with type E, the 
electrical works in Doudlevce, part of the Lenin Works in Pil- 
sen, developed a new type known as type A towards the end of 
1957, and it was assigned for testing to army units and to the 
military department of electrical engineering at Podehrady in 
March 1958. 

3. The new type is a development of the E type, differing from 

it particularly in the antenna. The course -plotting vehicle 
remains the same and changes have only been made in the direc- 
tion of greater accuracy and simplicity of operation. The 
range is greater, over 100 km. and the margin of error, in 
type E ♦ 5 m. and £ , is also smaller. 

4 . Type A is for use as a target -spotter for AA guns of over 
57 mm. It consists of an antenna unit, course -plotting 
vehicle, generator and Puazo apparatus.
